Landon, twice governor of Kansas, was ungnimously nominated for presi- 
dent tonight by the republican national convention. Wisconsin voted 18 
of its 24 votes for Borah, but later asked that all its vote go to Landon.

It accounted for the 
strange 8 ctacle of a fervent demon- 
stration for a former party chieftain, 
Herbert Hoover, at the same time 
that a powerful influence was being 
accorded Hoover's old foe, Senator Bo- 
rah, upon platform shaping. It conld 
be seen in Mr. Hoover’s own attitude 
as he turned smilingly from the din 
ofa convention giving him acclaim 
and vindication short only of another 
nomination, to speed off about his 
business as a private citizen. It was 
a scene Mr, Hoover will treasure 
among his memories. 

That Hoover demonstration, as re- 
corded by the convention hall “ap- 
plause indicator,” again and again 
touched the 100 topmark for noise in- 
tensity. Yet the indicator is a one- 
dimension affair. Its pulsing, leap- 
ing white light measures only volume, 
not emotional intensity. 


Its electrical ear is dull to the 


steely quality that comes into a ¢con- 
vention roar when a stampeding spirit 
takes hold. _That quality was lacking. 
Its note never was heard to indicate 
a last-minute Hoover sweep to nom- 
ination. 

And Mr. Hoover as well as the con-

OKERY

Meat is a necessity in the daily diet| 
of the average person. It is needed 
for its food value, first of all. It is 
desirable, too, because it stimulates 
the appetite. The high quality of meat 
protein is one of the chief reasons for 
the need of including it in the diet; 
but in addition, meat is a rich source 
of iron and phosphorus. and it con- 
tains certain vitamins. Everyone likes 
the flavor of meat, and this flavor 
can be used to enhance the appetizing 
qualities of other food. 

There are many ways by which the 
thrifty housewife, who sees to it that 
her family is properly fed, uses meat 
to good advantage in combination with 
other foods. Here are some sugges- 
tions for low-cost dishes which contain 
meat, 

Meat and Macaroni, Italian Style. 

One pound chuck steak, cut in inch 
squares, 4 tablespoons lard, 1 pound 
macaroni or spaghetti, 1 onion, 
minced, 1 clove garlic, minced, 2 green 
peppers, minced, 1 can tomato soup 
with equal amount of water, 1-2 cup 
chili sauce, Parmesan cheese. 

Brown the meat in hot lard and 
add minced onion, garlic and green 

pper. Cook until these are nicely 

rowned, then add the tomato soup, 
water and chili sauce, and let simmer 
for one hour. Boil macaroni in salted 
water, drain and arrange on a large 
platter; pour the sauce over it; sprin- 
kle with cheese and garnish with 
parsley. 
Veal Steak and Rice. 

Veal steak, cut 3-4 inch thick, 2 
tablespoons lard, 1-2 cup rice, 1 me- 
dium-sized Spanish onion, 2 n 
peppers, 1 tablespoon sugar, 1 large 
or 2 medium-sized tomatoes: Salt and 
pepper. 

Brown veal steak on both sides in 
a little hot lard, then place it in the 
bottom of a well-greased casserole. 
Wash the rice and spread over the 
meat. Add salt. Out tomato into 
four thick slices and place on‘ the 
rice. Sprinkle with sugar. Then 
put a thick onion slice and one-half 


slashed pepper on each tomato slice. 
Cover with hot water. If canned to- 
matoes are used, use less water, Put 
a lid on a baking dish and cook in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees Fahen- 
reit) until done, age 45 minutes. 


Two pounds lamb shank, 1 cup po- 
tatoes, cut in slices, 1 cup peas, 1 cup 
carrots, cut in cubes, 1-2 cup celery, 
cut in small pieces, 1 onion, chopped 
fine, 4 tablespoons flour, 2 cups lamb 
stock, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 bay 
leaves, 1 tablespoon sugar. Salt and 
pepper. _ : 

Have lamb shank cut into pieces. 
Brown in hot fat, then cover with hot 
water and simmer until the meat is 
tender, about one hour. Cook peas, 
carrots, celery and potatoes until tend- 
er in small amount of water to which 
one tablespoon of sugar is added. 
Place these together with the cooked 
meat in a baking dish. Season with 
salt and pepper and add the finely 
ae onion. Thicken the. lamb 
stock with flour mixed to a smooth 
paste with a little cold water. Pour 
this over the meat and vegetables in 
the baking dish. Cover the top with 
pie crust, biscuit dough cut in rounds 
or mashed potatoes. Place in a mod- 
erately hot oven (450 degrees Fah- 
renheit) long enough to bake the pie 
crust or biscuit dough or brown the 
mashed potatoes.

cups diced celery, 1 teaspoon salt, 5 
tablespoons cornstarch, 1-3 cup lard, 
2 cups chow mein noodles, 2 cups wa- 
ter or meat stock, 1-2 cup diced on- 
ions, 2 cups canned bean sprouts, 2 
tablespoons soy sauce.

Hoover, Steiwer Talks Estimated 
To Gain 3 Million Votes for F .D.R.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—President 
Roosevelt was estimated today to have 
gained upwards of three million votes

More 
than 8,000 refugees left Savannah, 
and the loss to that city was over 
$500,000. Savannah also spent $120,- 
QO0O for charity during the epidemic. 
There were more than 800 deaths dur- 
ing this.epidemic. I am glad to say 
that through the dtscovery of the 
transmission of this germ by the mos- 
quito, this disease now is practically 
unknown, and we have not had a 
death in Georgia from yellow fever 
since 1905. 

“Tt is sad to relate ‘that notwith- 
standing this epidemic, for some reason 
or other, the legislature failed to make 
an’ appropriation for the state board 
of health for several ‘years, and. it 
was not until 1903 that «the legisla- 
ture again made an appropriation for 
public health work of the small sum 
of $3,000: but the importance of this 
work was soon demonstrated, and 
since that time the legislature has 
regularly made some appropriation for 
its operation. I believe I can truth- 
fully say that for the last 30 years 
no appropriation has been made by 
the legislature of Georgia which has 
brought better returns to the ag 
and given them more dollar value for 
each dollar expended than the appro- 
priation made for the protection of the 


| health of the citizens of our state. 


Lower Death Rate.

LONDON, June 11.—(UP)—James 
H. Thomas, the Horatio Alger boy 
of British politics, and Sir Alfred 
Butt, millionaire race horse owner and 
theatrical impresario, told. the house 
of commons today they were resigning 
their seats immediately as a result 
of the budget scandal. 

A deah-like silence fell over the 
usually noisy commons as Thomas, 
who rose from engine wiper to one of 
Britain’s political “big five,” and Sir 
Alfred voluntarily ended their political 
careers. 

Thomas—once referred to by King 
George V as “my good friend Jim”— 
had been found guilty by a special 
tribunal of revealing secrets of the 
budget. The advance information start- 
ed an insurance market boom against 
tax increases, provided for by the 
budget. Sir Alfred was among the 
speculators who made hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. | 

Thomas: reiterated he never. “con- 
sciously” . betrayed a government 
secret. 

A wave of sympathy swept over the 
floor and the galleries as the 62-year- 
old statesman concluded his statement 
by saying, “I have no strength left to 
fight a by-election.” With that he 
slumped back into his chair, but arose 
again almost instantly and left the 
house. ’ 

Sir Alfred, 58, then read a similar 


statement, reiterating he was innocent. 


of ‘ever knowingly betraying the ‘gov- 
ernment. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
then moved for consideration of the 
tribunal’s leakage report and chal- 
lenged the attitude of the opposition. 

“A grave injustice would be done 
to two members of the house of com- 
mons if it were regarded that they had 
been found guilty of a criminal act,” 
Baldwin said. 

Baldwin said both Thomas and 
Butts for weeks “have paid the pen- 
alty of cruel, modern publicity,” and 
asked for sympathy for their “man- 
ful expiation.”

There is confirmation 
from many sources on this point, some 
of it negative, as the report of the 
correspondent of the Parisian journal 
Reconciliation, who writes that “No 
matter how furious Yaroslaysky, the 
head of the godless movement may be, 
more and more people are returning to 
religion.” He cites an editorial in an 
anti-God paper in which the writer 
laments the fact that religion is not 
snoeprena’ ss and that many able 
shock workers motivate their socialis- 
tic ideals with poisonous religious con- 
siderations. A Dutch Protestant pas- 
tor, Dr. W. R. de Graaff, who want- 
ed to investigate the status of religion 
in Russia for himself; reports after ‘a 
three-month sojourn in the land that 
he could not get néar a church in 
Moscow on Easter Day because of the 
huge crowds that attended services. 
In the rural regions, he says, the 
Stundists are going from place to 
place, like Methodist cirenit-riders in 
America’s pioneer days. It looks like 
a religious revival, says Dr. de Graaff, 
“And look you,” he adds, “in the mat- 
ter that Stundists and Baptists and 
other non-conformist sectarians de- 
ploy a greater activity, the clergy of 
the official church also becomes ani- 
mated with a new spirit. 

Of course, he goes on to say, there 
is still bitter opposition to religion, 
but conditions vary enormously from 
place to place. The government seems 
to be concerned only that Stundism 
shall not engage in  anti-militarist 
propaganda, for, so says Dr. de Graaff, 
the socialism of Russia is as mili- 
taristic as the naziism of Germany.”’ 
The word Stundism is derived from the 
German “stunde,” meaning hour, that 
is to say, the hour set aside by Ger- 
man settlers for worship and commun- 
ion at the close of the day. The 
ezarist government lumped all sec- 
tarians under the name of Stundists, 
with the result that some of the most 
fantastic and contradictory things 
have been written about Shundism. 
Real Stundists. however, are simple 
people who desire nothing else but to 
live according to what Jesus taught 
and commanded. They were perse- 
cuted. under the czar and if they are 
still of anti-militaristic sentiments, the 
soviets are also going to persecute 
them, says Dr. de Graaff. 

His prediction has already come 
true. Doukhobors, Tolstayan Chris- 
tians, are being hounded from pillar 
to post in Russia for their opposition 
to military service.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


From Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, which 
city is about as big and ds famous as 
Winsted, Conn., came a note the other 
day warning me that I am evidently 
mistaken in my notion that nothing 
is absorbed through the unbroken 
skin, for the correspondent had been 
applying olive oil to his face and sev- 
eral of his friends have asstred him 
his cheeks look fatter now. 

Lots of folk are convinced like that 
of the ‘“marking’ of expectant babies. 
People who believe in “marking” have 
never studied embryology. At least I 
have never encountered such a person. 

Embryology is the study of the de 
elopment of the child from conception 
to birth. An elementary course in em- 
bryology ought to be included in the 
common school curriculum of every 
child. This knowledge would save pros- 
pective mothers, yes, and prospective 
fathers too a great deal of needless 
worry; it would conduce to _ better 
health of mother and child. 

Fear or fright, worry, anxiety, ang- 
er, jealousy, hatred, envy and sorrow 
are injurious emotions, injurious to 
health, There is no question that the 
health of the mother has a direct in- 
fluence on the health of her expec- 
tant heir. 

Pleasant surroundings, cheerful com- 
panions or friends, wholesome enter- 
tainment, music, reading, artistic pur- 
suits or work or play involving the ex- 
ercise of intelligence and skill, scien- 
tific study and somal culture conduce 
toward mental health and vigor, and 
that favors mental health in the child. 

It is difficult to say whether a spe- 
cial talent can be transmitted to a 
child, but there is no reason to believe 
the mother’s talent is more likely to 
be transmitted than the father's. 

The mental, moral and . physical 
characteristics of the child are deter- 
mined years, perhaps generations be- 
fore the child is conceived. Let the 
expectant mother devote herself rath- 
er to maintaining her own physical 
and mental well-being and rest as- 
sured that if her ancestors have con- 
tributed good material to the strain 
her baby will carry on the line. Not- 
withstanding the many nonsensical 
books on the subject, it is silly for 
an expectant mother to imagine she 
can consciously influence the sex, 
mentality, beauty, character or moral 
tendencies of her baby by vain “will- 
ing” or wishing or concentrating. 

No reason why the prospective 
mother should not continue her ordi- 
nary activities, dancing, swimming, 
playing golf or tennis, bowling, skat- 
— hiking, touring or driving if she 
enjoys such diversions. Just so long 
as she avoids strenuous or fatiguing 
stunts, 

One of the silliest notions that 
hamper the misinformed is that the 
expectant mother must not stretch her 
arms above her head, lest the um- 
bilical cord strangle the baby. Actu- 
ally no such accident can happen. If 
the cord is around the neck at time 
of delivery the physician can easily 
correct the difficulty before the child 
has need of breathing. This is a triv- 
jal incident in a large proportion of 
normal labors.

Except certain invalids 
whose diet should be prescribed by 
the physician, no one gains anything 
by attempting to select foods which 
are “acid” or “alkaline.” 

Hair Never Grows In. 

Can you give me a sure cure for in- 
grown hairs? Have been having 
trouble be sore neck about a year. 
Answer—Hair doesn’t “grow in.” 
The tissue around the hair follicle 
swells from inflammation or infection, 
so that short-shaved hair seems cov- 
ered up. While it is advisable in cer- 
tain cases to epilate or pull out hairs, 
the proper treatment of the infection, 
be it sycosis (barber's itch), or simple 
folliculitis is a problem for a physi- 
cian. Better not let barber monkey 
with it. Septicemia (acute blood 
poisoning) too frequently has its in-

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CLEVELAND, June 11.—(AP )—The text of the republican 
platform follows: 


PLATFORM OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 
| 1936. 


America is in peril. The welfare of American men and women 
and the future of our youth are at stake. We dedicate ourselyes to 
the preservation of their political liberty, their individual opportu- 
nity and their character as free citizens, which today for the first 
time are threatened by government itself. 

For three long years the New Deal administration has dishonored 
American traditions and flagrantly betrayed the pledges upon which 
the democratic party sought and received public support. 

The powers of congress have been usurped by the President. 

The integrity and authority of the supreme court have been 
flaunted. 

The rights and liberties of American citizens have been violated. 

Regulated monopoly has displaced free enterprise. 

The New Deal administration constantly seeks to usurp the 
rights reserved to the states and to the people. 

It has insisted on the passage of laws contrary to the constitu- 
tion. 

‘It has intimidated witnesses and interfered with the right of pe- 
tition. 

It has dishonored our country by repudiating its most sacred 
obligations. 

it has been guilty of frightful waste and extravagance, using pub- 
Sec funds for partisan political purposes. 

It has promoted investigations to harass and intimidate Ameri- 
can citizens, at the same time denying investig&tions into its own im- 
proper expenditures. 

It has created a vast multitude of new offices, filled them with 
its favorites, set up a centralized bureaucracy and sent out swarm§

Encouragement instead of hindrance to legitimate business.

RELIEF. 


The necessities of life must be provided for the needy, and hope 
must be restored pending recovery. The administration of relief 
is the major failure of the New Deal. It has been faithless to those 
who most deserve our sympathy. To end confusion, partisanship, 
waste and incompetence, we pledge: 

1. The return of responsibility for relief administration to non- 
political local agencies familiar with community problems. 

2. Federal grants-in-aid to the states and territories while the

*SECURITY. 

Real security will be possible only when our productive capacity 
is sufficient to furnish a decent standard of living for all American 
families and to provide a surplus for future needs and contingencies. 
For the attainment of that ultimate objective, we look to the energy, 
self-reliance and character of our people, and to our system of free 
enterprise. 

Society has an obligation to promote the security of the people, 
by affording some measure of protection against involuntary unem- 
ployment and dependency in old age. The New Deal policies, while 
purporting to provide social security, have, in fact, endangered it. 

We propose a system of old-age security, based upon the fol- 
lowing principles: ~*~ 


1. We approve a pay-as-you-go policy, which requires of each ° 


generation the support of the aged and the determination of what 
is just and adequate. 

2. Every American citizen over 65 should receive the supple- 
mentary payment necessary to provide a minimum income. suffi- 
cient to protect him or her from want. 

3. Each state and territory, upon complying with simple and 
general minimum standards, should receive from the federal gov- 
ernment a graduated contribution in proportion to its own, up to 
a fixed maximum, 

4. To make this program consistent with sound fiscal policy 
the federal revenues for this purpose must be provided from the 
proceeds of a direct tax widely distributed. All will be benefited 
and should contribute. 

We propose to encourage adoption by the states and territories 
of honest and practical measures, for meeting the problems of un- 
employment insurance. 

The unemployment insurance and old-age annuity sections of 
the present social security act are unworkable and deny benefits to 
about two-thirds of our adult population, including professional men 
and women and all those engaged in agriculture and domestic serv- 
ice, and the self-employed while imposing heavy tax burdens upon 
all. The so-called reserve fund. estimated at $47,000,000,000 for 
old-age insurance is no reserve at all“ because the fund will contain 
nothing but the goverment’s promise to pay, while the taxes col- 
lected in the guise of premiums will be wasted by the government 
in reckless and extravagant political schemes. 


LABOR. 
The welfare of labor rests upon increased production and the 
prevention of exploitation. We pledge ourselves to: 
Protect the right of labor to organize and to bargain collectively 


through representatives of its own choosing without interference © 


from any source, 

Prevent governmental job-holders from exercising autocratic 
powers over labor. 

Support the adoption of state laws and interstate compacts to 
abolish sweatshops and child labor, and to protect women and chil- 
dren with respect to maximum hours, minimum wages and work- 
ing conditions. We believe that this can be done within the con- 
stitution as it now stands, 


AGRICULTURE. 

The farm problem is an economic and social, not a partisan prob- 
lem, and we propose to treat it accordingly. 

Following the wreck of the restrictive and coercive AAA, the 
New Deal administration has taken to itself the principles of the 
republican policy of soil conservation and land retirement. This ac- 
tion opens the way for a non-political and permanent solution. Such 
a solution cannot be had under a New Deal administration which 
misuses the program to serve partisan ends, to promote scarcity 
and to limit by coercive methods the farmer’s control over: his 
own farm, 

Our paramount object is to protect and foster the family type 
of farm, traditional in American life, and to promote policies which 
will bring about an adjustment of agriculture to meet the needs 
of domestic and foreign markets. As an emergency measure, dur- 
ing the agricultural depression, federal benefit payments or grants- 
in-aid when administered within the means of the federal govern- 
ment are consistent with a balanced budget. 

We propose: 

1. To facilitate economical production and increased consump- 
tion on a basis of abundance instead of scarcity. 

2. National land-use program, including the acquisition of aban- 


doned and non-productive farm lands by voluntary sale or lease,

the states concerned, and the devotion of such land to appropriate 
public use, such as watershed protection and flood prevention, re- 
forestation, recreation, and conservation of wild life. 


3. That an agricultural policy be pursued for the protection and 
restoration of the land resources, designed to bring about such a bal- 
ance between soil-building and soil-depleting crops as will permanent- 
ly. insure productivity, with reasonable benefits to co-operating farm- 
ers of family-type farms, but so regulated as to eliminate the New 
Deal’s destructive policy towards the dairy and livestock industries. 

4. To extend experimental aid to farmers developing. new crops 
suited to our soil and climate. 

5. To promote the -industrial use of farm products by applie 
science. 

6. To protect the American farmer against the importation of 
all livestock, dairy and agritultural products, substitutes therefor, 
and derivatives therefrom, which will depress American farm prices. 

7. To provide effective quarantine against imported livestock, 
dairy and other farm products from countries which do not impose 
health and sanitary regulations fully equal to those required of our 
own producers. , ' 

8. To provide for ample farm credit at rates as low as those en- 
joyed by other industries, including commodity and livestock loans, 
and preference in land loans to the farmer acquiring or refinancing 
a farm as a home. 

9. To provide for decentralized, non-partisan control of the farm 
credit administration and the election by national farm loan associa- 
tions of at least one-half of each board of directors of the federal 
land banks, and thereby remove these institutions from politics. 

10. To provide in the case of agricultural products of which there 
are exportahle surpluses, the payment of reasonable benefits upon 
the domestically consumed portion of such crops in order to make 
the tariff effective. These payments are to be limited to the produc- 
tion level of the family~type farm. 

11. To encourage and further develop co-operative marketing. 

12. To furnish government assistance in disposing of surpluses in 
foreign trade by bargaining for foreign markets selectively by coun- 
tries both as to exports and imports. We strenuously oppose so- 
called reciprocal treaties which trade off the American farmer. 

13. To give every reasonable assistance to producers in areas suf- 
fering from temporary disaster, so that they may regain and main- 
tain a self-supporting status. 2 


TARIFF 


Nearly 60 per cent of all imports into the United States are now 
free of duty. The other 40 per cent of imports compete directly 
with the products of our industry. We would keep on the free list 
all products not grown or produced in the United Stages in commer- 
cial quantities. As to all commodities that commercially compete with 
our farms, our forests, our mines, our fisheries, our oil wells, our 
labor and our industries, sufficient protection should be maintained 
at all times to defend the American farmer and the American wage 
earner from the destructive competition emanating from the sub- 
sidies of foreign governments and the imports from low-wage and 
depreciated currency countries. 

We will repeal the present reciprocal trade agreement law. It 
is futile and dangerous. Its effect on agriculture and industry has 
been destructive. Its continuation would work to the detriment of 
the wage earner and the farmer. 

We will restore the principle of the flexible tariff in order to meet 
changing economic condition here and abroad and broaden by care- 
ful definition the views of the tariff commission in order to extend 
this policy along non-partisan lines. 

We will adjust tariffs with a view to promoting international trade, 
the stabilization of currencies, and the attainment of a proper balance 
between agritulture and industry. 

We condemn the secret negotiation of reciprocal trade treaties 
without public hearing or legislative approval. 


MONOPOLIES 


A private monopoly is indefensible and intolerable. It menaces 
and, if continued, will utterly destroy constitutional government and 
the liberty of the citizen. 

We favor the vigorous enforcement of the criminal laws, as well 
as the civil laws, against monopolies and trusts and their officials, 
and we demand the enactment of such additional legislation as is 
necessary to make it impossible for the private monopoly to exist 
in the United States. 

We will employ the full powers of the government to the end that 
monopoly shall be eliminated and that free enterprise shall be fully 
restored and maintained. 


REGULATION OF BUSINESS 


We recognize the existence of a field within which governmental 
regulation is desirable and salutory. The authority to regulate 
should be vested in an independent tribunal acting under clear and 
specific laws establishing definite standards. Their determinations 
on law and facts should be subject to review by the courts. We 
favor federal regulation, within the constitution, of the marketing of 
securities to protect investors. We favor also federal regulation of 


the interstate activities of public utilities. 


, CIVIL SERVICE 


Under the New Deal, official authority has been givén to inex- 
perenced and incompetent persons. The civil service has been sac- 
rificed to create a national political machine. As a result the fed- 
eral government has never presented such a picture of confusion 
and inefficiency. 


We pledge ourselves to the merit system, virtually destroyed by 
New Deal spoilsmen. It should be restored, improved and extended. 

We will provide such conditions as offer an attractive permanent 
career in government service to young men and women of ability, 
irrespective of party affiliations. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCE 


The New Deal administration has been characterized by shame- 
ful waste, and general financial irresponsibilty. It has piled deficit 
upon deficit. It threatens national bankruptcy and the destruction 
through inflation of insurance policies~and saving bank deposits. 

We pledge ourselves to: 

Stop the folly of uncontrolled spending. 

Balance the budget—not by increasing taxes but by cutting ex- 
penditures, drastically and immediately. 

Revise the federal tax system and co-ordinate it with state and 
local tax systems. 

Use the taxing power for raising revenue and not for punitive 
or political purposes. 


MONEY AND BANKING 


We advocate a sound currency to be preserved at all hazards. 

The first requisite to a sound and stable currency is a balanced 
budget. . 

We oppose further devaluation of the dollar. 

We will restore to the congress the authority lodged with it by 
the constitution to coin money and regulate the value thereof by re- 
pealing all the laws delegating this authority to the executive. 

We will co-operate with other countries toward stabilization of 
currencies as soon as we can do so with due regard for our na- 
tional interests and as soon as other nations have sufficient stability 
to justify such action. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. Ase 


We pledge ourselves to promote and maintain peace by all hon- 
orable means not leading to foreign alliances or political commit- 
ments. 

Obedient to the traditional foreign policy of America and to 
the repeatedly expressed will of the American people, we pledge 
that America shall not become a member of the League of Nations 
nor of the world court nor shall America take on any entangling 
alliances in foreign affairs. 

We shall promote, as the best means of securing and main- 
taining peace by the pacific settlement of disputes, the great cause 
of international arbitration through the establishment of free, in- 
dependent tribunals, which shall determine such disputes in ac- 
cordance with law, equity and justice. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE 


We favor an army and navy, including air forces, adequate for 
our national defense. 

We shall co-operate with other nations in the limitation of arma- 
ments and control of traffic in arms. 


BILL OF RIGHTS. 


We pledge ourselves to preserve, protect and defend, against all 
intimidation and threat, freedom of religion, speech, press and 
tadio; and the right of assembly and petition and immunity from 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 

We offer the abiding security of a government of laws as against 
the autocratic perils of a government of men. 


FURTHERMORE. 


i. We favor the construction of the federal government of 
headwater storage basins to prevent floods, subject to the approval 
of the legislative and executive branches of the government of the 
states whose lands are concerned. 

2. We favor equal opportunity for our colored citizens. We 
pledge our protection of their economic status and personal safety. 
We will do our best to further their employment in the gainfully 
occupied life of America, particularly in private industry, agricul- 
ture, emergency agencies and the civil service. 

We condemn the present New Deal policies which would regi- 
ment and ultimately eliminate the colored citizen from-the coun- 


try’s productive life, and make him solely a ward of the federal 


government. 

3. To our Indian population we pledge every effort on the part 
of the national government to ameliorate living conditions for them. 

We pledge continuation of the republican policy of adequate 
compensation and care for the veterans disabled in the service of 
our country and for their widows, orphans and dependents. 

5. We shall use every effort to collect the war debt due us

, CONCLUSION. 


We assume the obligations and duties imposed upon government 
by modern conditions. We affirm our unalterable conviction that, 
in the future as in the past, the fate of the nation will depend, not 
so much on the wisdom and power of government, as on the char- 
acter and virtue, self-reliance, industry and thrift of the people 
and on their willingness to meet the responsibilities essential to the 
preservation of free society. 


Finally, as our party affirmed in its first platform in 1856: 
“Believing that the spirit of our institutions as well as the consti- 
tution, of our country guarantees liberty of conscience and equality 
of rights among our citizens we oppose all legislation tending to 
impair them,” and ‘“‘we invite the affiliation and co-operation of the 
men of all parties, however differing from us in other respects, in 
support of the principles herein declared.” 

The acceptance of the nomination tendered by this convention 
carries with it, as a matter of private honor and public faith, an 
undertaking by each candidate to be true to the principles and pro- 
gram herein set forth.

VENTUROUS SPIRITS 


| MEET DIFFICULTIES 


Venturous spirits were willing to 
meet the difficulties and dangers that 
came with carrying the civilization 
of the east into the further west— 
the land of unlimited promise. They 
were willing to comply with all the 
conditions required by the Mexican 
government when it gave to Stephen 
F. Austin permission to settle col- 
onies in Texas and to grant to each 
settler a tract of land. 

They rebelled, however, when their 
civil liberties were restricted, when 
trial by jury and public education for 
their children were taken away; but 
they did this, I am glad to say, only 
after a prolonged effort on their part 
to have Mexico modify this decision 
had failed. ‘These efforts included 
two conventions, one in 1832 and one 
in 1833, and another trip by Stephen 
Austin to the Mexican capital to 
plead the cause of the Texas colon- 
ists. I am glad that participating in 
these conventions and in these pleas 
were Mexicans living in this terri- 
tory; the first convention, indeed, 
appointed Rafael Manchola, a Mex- 
ican of Goliad, as a delegate to carry 
its petitions to Saltillo. 

And so, when all else failed, the 
Texas declaration of independence, 
signed at Washington-on-the-Brazos, 
March 2, 1836, was as natural and 
inevitable a consequence. as the 
earlier declaration at Philadelphia 
on July 4, 1776. 

HOUSTON’S SAGACITY 
REWARDED AT SAN JACINTO 


Such action could mean nothing 
short of a resort to arms, and the 
fall of the Alamo and the massacre 
at Goliad soon followed. Those were 
discouraging days for the Texans. 
The army of independence under Gen- 
eral Houston could not immediately 
engage General Santa Anna, with his 
superiority ijn numbers and equip- 
ment. Delay and retreat were neces- 
sary, and Hotiston’s sagacity in bid- 
ing his time, notwithstanding ¢riti- 
cism and opposition in his own camp, 
was rewarded at last here at San 
Jacinto, The story of the conflict 
on this field has often been told.

The destiny that shapes the careers 


oo of political leaders was busy in the 


‘life of Governor Alf M. Landon, of 
Kansas, republican nominee for presi- 
dent of the United States. 

When, in 1934, he emerged from the 
political wars as the only republican 
governor to win re-election, he became 
almost over night the potential leader 
of a G. O. P. reborn after the defeat 
and retreat of 1932. 

Bunt even earlier the cherished 
American boyhood bromide — “he 
might be president some day’—could 
have been applied with unusua)] apt- 
ness to young, barefoot Alfred Moss- 
man Landon. Destiny, that gave him 
a deeply-rooted American family tree, 
saw to that. His story up to now is 
in the best tradition of American suc- 
cess stories. 

The Family Tree. 

The Landon forebears came from 
England about 1650. They tilled the 
harsh New England soil, 
New Jersey, saw Thomas Landon 
enter the Continental army of the 
Revolution. 

After the war that liberated the 
American Colonies, Thomas Landon 
removed to Crawford county, Pa. A 
son, Thomas Jr., inherited his land, 
improved it, reared a family of six 
children. One of the children was 
Manuel Landon, grandfather of the 
Kansas governor. English and Dutch 
strains were united when Manuel 
married the daughter of a Pennsy!l- 
vania Dutch family. Their son, John, 
added Scotch to the Landon family 
tree when he married Anne Herdman 


Mossman, daughter of a Methodist | 


minister. 

The trail of the oil derricks west- 
ward from Titusville, Pa., changed 
John Landon from a Pennsylvania 
farmer of New England lineage to an 
oil man and gave Kansas a Landon 
for governor. The Landons were liv- 
ing in the oil district near Elba, 
Ohio, when Anne Landon went back 
to her father’s Methodist parsonage in 
West Middlesex, Pa., to give birth to 
her first child, who was christened Al- 
fred Mossman Landon. The big whité 
house of his grandparents where he 
was born September 9, 1887, still 
stands, 

“He was a pretty fair looking baby,” 
said John Landon later.

of six.

The influence of Black on Landon 
was probably second only to that of 
his father. | 

“You derned old buzzard,” Alf said 
to Black recently. ‘They're putting 
out the dope that I’m stingy and it’s 
all your fault. If anyone ever taught 
me anything like that, it was you.” 

Landon entered the oil business in 
1912. The firm consisted of himseif, 


ceased, and J. A. Sivalis, of Bartles- 
ville, Okla. The association still 
exiets; but from that day to this, says 
Black, who now resides in Kansas 
City, “there has never been a written 
contract between any of us.” 

Shrewd Trades in Oil Fields. 

As an oil operator, following the 
calling of his father, Alf M. Landon 
displayed the qualities of thrift which 
his backers now stress. 

One ney he approached a pumper on 
an Oklahoma lease. He noticed a 
plank lying in the weeds. 

“What's that plank worth?’ he 
asked, 

“About two bits, I reckon,” the 
pumper replied. 

“Well,” said Landon, “if it was a 
quarter lying there, you'd pick it up, 
wouldn’t you?” . 

The plank ‘was used to repair the 
pumphouse floor, 

Despite the fact that Landon later 
made a considerable amount out of 
his oil projects, he got off to a bad 
Start. His integrity is evidenced, 
say his friends, by the fact that he 
never adopted the practice of “pro- 
moting” oil tests, in which the oper- 
ator assembles considerable acreage 
to resell,.in order to obtain “dry hole” 
money or expenses for drilling his test. 

B A Shrewd Trader. 

When I take an oil lease, it’s be- 
cause I believe in itand LI want’ to 
drill it to see how good my judgment 
is,” Landon explained. “I want the 
full responsibility and the suecess or 
failure that goes with it.” 

Yet he was known as a shrewd 
trader, although priding himself on 
his leasing reputation among farmers. 

“Farmers and oil men are quite a 
lot alike in their habits and ideas. 
Both are individualists. The farmer 
puts his seed in the ground and waits 
on sun and rain. The oil man puts 
a hole in the ground, and, more often 
than not, just waits.” 

_ “Poor Man's Field.” 

Of his activities at this time, his 
associate, A. H. Black, says: 

“He'd walk just as far to pay a 
dollar owed as to collect one.” 

Fer his first venture, he turned to 
the “poor man’s oil field” of the 
Nowata county, Okla., district. Down 
a few hundred feet, the drills bit an 
immense body of underground water. 
He observed the water was soft: its 
low mineral content made it ideal for 
steam boilers. 

‘The second test ended at 1,000 feet 
with a fair flow of gas, but no oil. 
The third test hit at 1,300 feet—not 
a_ spectacular gusher, but it pumped 
150 barrels of oil a day, 

Landon economy : from his first two 
“failures” the young oil man was able 
to supply soft water for his boilers

Kept Complete Records. 

His offices, he has said. “were in 

my vest pocket.” But he kept books 
Teday, he has a record of 
the expenses, production and other 
items concerning every well he ever 
drilled, dry or productive.

and helped put a democratic presi- 
dent in the White House. 

His father, John Landon, was one 
of the “big four” delegates of Kan- 
sas to the republican national conven- 
tion. The others were William Al- 


len White, Henry J. Allen and Victor 
Murdock, all prominent editors. The 
four joined the Bull Moose revolt, and 
young Alf sided with his father. It 
was not until 1916 that Alf Landon 
settled his differences with the party 
and in 1918. became a_ republican 
committeeman. 
His Political Start. 

Square-shouldered, somewhat stocky 
despite his height of five feet, nine- 
inches, the brown-eyed young oil man 
found himself a litical figure in 
his state. almost fore he realized 
what was happening. It was not only 
that he was likable, that his political 
philosophy was influenced by the liber- 
alism of such men as William Allen 
White: he made friends, and held 
them. 

Two examples are pertinent. The 
first brought him into the governor's 
mansion at Topeka. 

In 1922, Henry J. Allen, now edi- 
tor of the Topeka State Journal, be- 
came governor of Kansas. He offered 
the post of secretary to young Landon. 
Landon agreed to accept it until per- 
manent secretary. could be feund, He 
He held this job for six weeks. 

In 1924 the Ku Klux Klan became 
an issue in Kansas. Warring upon 
the hooded order was William Allen 
White, Emporia editor who entered 
the gubernatorial race as an anti- 
Klan independent candidate. As in 
the case of “T. R.’s” insurgency, the 
party split gave the democrats the 
office of governor. 

Supporting White were the two 
Landons, who are said to have raised 
$1,000 for the campaign chest in their 
district. The close association at this 
period between young Landon and the 
older White made the latter an early 
Landon-for-President supporter. 

“Knew Him As a Boy.” 

“IT knew him as a boy in Kansas 
University,” said White, who was a 
regent of the university. “He sup- 
ported me when I knew I didn’t have 
a ghost of a show to win. As a young 
man he followed my banner and as an 
old man I’m going to follow his.” 

Landon, at this time, was still busy 
with his oil operations, which he had 
resumed after being mustered out of 
the army. But from 1924 to 1927 he 
spent $125,000 drilling for oil where 
oil was not to be found. He ran up a 
total of 14 “dry holes.” The fifteenth 
was his reward. 

“It wasn’t gambling, but a persis- 
tent study of geological formations, of 
trial and error,” he explained. “If I 
had been a gambler I would have quit 
long before the fourteenth dry hole. 
I was drilling with money I had made 
drilling.” 

In 1928 he was named Montgomery 
county chairman of his party: in the 
state convention he was elevated to 
state chairman. As a result, he man- 
aged the campaign of Clyde Reed, of 
Parsons, neighbor city of Independ- 
ence, for governor. Reed won. 

Married Again in 1930. 
While omg ny fee Topeka, Lan- 
don met Miss Theo Cobb, daughter of 


a leading banker. She was a talented 
pianist and harpist who had studied 
abroad. Twelve years a widower, the 
future governor courted Miss Cobb, 
married her in 1930. 


Mrs. Landon’s eyes, like her hus- 
band’s, are brown. The folks at In- 
dépendence see in her a “replica” of 
Landon’s first wife in appearance and 
personality. It remained for Lan- 
don’s father, however, to give a de- 
scription of Theo. Landon which i¢s 
still talked about. 

“Alf’s new wife,” he said, “is his 
first all over again. Just two sizes 
smaller.” 

_Elected Governor in 1932, 

Oil and politics mixed to make Alf 
M. Landon, of Independence, the gov- 
ernor of Kansas and started him to- 
ward the republican nomination for 
president, 

After managing the successful gu- 
bernatorial campaign of Clyde. Reed 
in 1928, and. after his marriage to 
Theo Cobb in 1930, Landon turned 
his full attention to crude oil and its 
sagging prices. Oklahoma, California 
and ‘Texas gusher wells overflo-ved 
the market. From $1 a barrel the 
price fell to a ruinous low of 15 
cents, 

_ Wirt Franklin, of Ardmore, Okla.. 
like Landon an attorney ‘Who had 
turned oil man, started ‘a? crusade 
among independents to “savé the: mar- 
ket.” Landon was among the firgt di- 
rectors of the Independent Oil Associ- 
ation that was formed. Not only were 
the oil men hard hit; coal mines in 
southeast Kansas were idle because of 
cheap oil, used for fuel. With other 
oil men he went to Washington to lay 
the problem before congress. 

Curing an Industry. 

Landon’s plea was for control of 
production and _ protation as a con- 
servation means. Independent oil op- 
erators and landowners, he urged. 
were losing an irreplaceable natural 
resource on a glutted- market; coal 
mines were made worthless. 

“The -coal business,” he said, “can- 
not return until cheap fuel oils are 
off the market. If oil men will agree 
to share-the-market, we can cure the 
industry. 

“Only as a temporary expedient 
wonld I believe that government con- 
trol of the oil man’s business is need- 
ed—and that only in case the oil men 
and the oil states fail to get together 
on a market policy.” 

The Washington trip proved fruit- 
ful; a revenue measure checked im- 
ports. Back home, an oil states com- 
pact was drawn up. Kansas passed 
a proration law. 

They Got Reésults. 

Under proration, the price of crude 
oil rose sharply. It hit $1 a barrel 
again. The coal business came back. 

His constant attention to local poli- 
ties, his prominence in the 1928 cam- 
paign and his part in the independent 
oil men’s fight made republicans turn 
to him in 1932. In a three-way elec- 
tion he defeated the incumbent, Gov- 
ernor Woodring, a democrat. 

What are Landon’s campaign meth- 
ods? In the 1932 campaign he don- 
ned an old hat and toured the state. 
As a man-to-man campaigner, his 
friends say he has no equal. 

The Landon Method. 
He talked the language of the man 


in the street, the farmer, the laborer. 
He knew it because it was his lan- 
guage, learned on oil derrick floors, in 
the stables, in the field. Sometimes 
he talked very plainly indeed. The 
voters liked it well enough to elect 


him in 1982, the year of the great 
Roosevelt landslide. 

. He was 45 years old, his hair turn- 
ing iron gray, his: weight about 160. 
He wore dark blue suits in winter, 
gray in spring, white in summer. He 
disliked frills, wore soft flannel shirts 
whenever he could, donned white ones 
“for. business.” :. An: inveterate pipe- 
smoker, with 10 briars “taking turns,” 
he smoked an occasional cigaret. 

Golf, horseback riding, bridge, read- 
ing, occupied his spare time.

His first ‘child, Margaret © Anne, 
known as Peggy, was 15 years old 
then. Her mother had died a year 
after she was born, When her father 
married again, she called her new 
mother “Theo.” Mrs. Landon, at .32, 
looked more like Peggy’s sister than 
her parent.

Makes State Economize. | 

Alf M. Landon, of Kansas, aimed 
high for his first public office and 
was successful. The oil man from In- 
dependence arrived at the governor's 
mansion at Topeka in January, 1935, 
with a message of economy for the 
state legislature. 

“We are still spending tax moneys 
on the basis of 1929,” he declared. 
The Kansas farmer’s income has drop- 
ped 64 per cent from 1929. We know 
that we must reduce expenditures, just 
as the farmer knows he must be pre- 
pared to tighten his belt against 
drouth, flood, shert crops and uncer- 
tain markets. 

“The state which first puts its house 
in order will be the first to enjoy 
recovery.” 

At the close of its 1935 fiscal year, 
Kansas had its budget balanced and 
a cash balance of $1,137,808 in the 
general revenue fund. 

When he baceme governor, Lan- 
don announced he would strive for a 
25 per cent reduction in government 
costs. 

Economy Starts At Home. 

He began retrenchment at home— 
in the executive mansion. State budg- 
eteers warned him he would - find 
things at rock-bottom level and’ show- 
ed him figures for 15 years. 

“No difference,” he said. “I can’t 
ask the rest of the state to cut up- 
keep 25 per cent and not participate 
myself. We can take it.” 

The Governor installed a mechanical 
stoker, which he said cut the fuel bill 
from: $700 a year to $100. 

At his request the legislature re- 
duced: state and county salaries from 
5 to 25 per cent. They refused to 
cut the Governor’s salary of $5,000 


a year; it was as little, they said, as 
a chief executive could be paid. Lan- 
don thereupon returned 25 per cent to 
the treasury each month. 

‘Did you break even on the salary 
and mangion allowance?” he has been 


asked. 
Cut Operating Costs. 

“Just about,” he replied. “Oh, I 
couldn’t buy our clothes or pay Peg- 
gy’s college expenses. I probably did 
as well as any Kansas merchant or 
farmer at that.” 

Bureaus and commissioners were 
consolidated. Unneeded jobholders 
were dropped. Economies wiped out 
a $2,800, deficit in the state high- 
way department and eut the cast of 
operating state institutions 20 per 
cent. 

Landon backed legislation reducing 
auto license fees, saving motorists 
about $2,500,000 a year. The aver- 
age Kansas car license costs $5 to $7. 

A state income tax was set up in 
1933, in compliance with a constitu- 
tional amendment voted at the 1932 
election. 

He Wasn’t “Stingy.” 

Many trimmed departments echoed 
with howls at reductions. 

“They got along,” the Governor re 
viewed. “They learned they had to 
give value received if they were to 
stay on the job. They increased the 
efficiency of their departments.” — 
““T am not stingy,” he said, “I like 
the best of everything. I simply be- 
lieve in getting full value for my 
money and.in using anything as long 
as it is economical.” : 

Brown-eyed, ruddy-cheeked, with 
iron-gray hair, Landon presented a 
studious appearance at his desk, yet 
always seemed at his ease. Every- 
one who came to his office got a hear- 
ing. When he had the time, he liked 
to tell stories. 

“Best Pitch Player.” 

Although he still read widely—his- 
tory, biography economics and fiction 
—he now found little time for his 
favorite sports+-hunting, fishing and 
riding. He preferred bridge to poker, 
and liked to boast that he was the 
best pitch player in the oil fields. 

His chief concern, along with af- 
fairs of state, was to see that his 
two small children, John Cobb and 
Nancy Jo, developed normally despite 
the abnormal circumstances of official 
life. He played with them as often. as 
he could find time, and sometimes held 
one of them on his knee during a con- 
ference. 

Broad Economies Effected. 

Economies in the executive mansion 
and throughout the state government 
brought Governor Alf M. Landon the 
title of “Kansas Coolidge.” 

When he ran for re-election in 1934, 
despite the rising popularity of the 
second. Roosevelt in the White House, 
he ‘won by more than 60,000—the 
only republican governor to accom- 
plish ‘the re-election feat that year. 
Overnight he became a national figure, 
the potential leader of the G. O. P.

Local Debts Turned Up. 
The Landon fiscal measures forced 
to light millions in municipal bonds 
and other local indebtedness that sur- 
prised taxpa@yers. The balanced budg- 
et idea was passed on .to local govern- 
ment. Results: 

A reduction in Kansas total gov- 
ernment cost from $127,500,000 in 
1982 to $100,386,000 in 1935. 

A per capita reduction: in those 
years from $67.35 to $52.56. . 

A 32 per cent reduction in local 
taxes from 1932 to 1934. 

A reduction of local bonded in- 
debtedness of $17,000,000 from 1932 
to 1934, 

These economies were effected de- 
spite the fact that Kansas spent 
$21,000,000 for emergency relief in 
three years, Governor Landon took 
the ition that the national adminis- 
tration: should have a “free hand” in 
its. efforts to end the depression. 

Municipal Bends Scandal. 

Drouth and hard times showed a 
mortgage debt on Kansas homes and 
farms of nearly $600,000,000. As an 
emergency measure, a state mortgage 
moratorium law was passed. 

Governor Landon’s first term was 
marked by a scandal in the official 
family, and he pushed “house-clean- 
ing’ with all the power of: his of- 
fice and the energy at his command. 
Forged municipal bonds totaling more 
than $800,000 were found in the state 
treasury. Roland Finney, young To- 
peka and Emporia banker, went to 
prison. Tom B. Boyd, state treasurer, 
was forced to resign and later went 
to prison. 

When Landon was re-elected, vot- 

ers rejected by a majority of 90, 
a proposal to repeal the state’s pro- 
hibition amendment. 
ally opposed to repeal, Landon was 
the first chief executive in 50 years 
to urge submissiow af the question to 
the voters. 

In his second term, he devoted his 
efforts chiefly to the task of carry- 
ing out his economy program and 
maintaining “essential governmental 
services at. the minimum cost on the 
pay-as-you-go basis.” 

Gave Praise Freely. 

He urged the legislature to ratify 
the federal child-labor amendment, but 
it failed to do so. © He also was un- 
successful in seeking enactment of a 
prevailing wage law as well as one 
to prevent possible abuses in grant- 
ing injunctions in labor disputes. ‘To 
get aid for a huge soil-listing pro- 
gram to combat dust storms, he went 
to Washington. His state was granted 
$250,000. , - 

“We've saved some money, I guess, 
he said. “That’s because I had a good 
legislature, and about 10,000 hard- 
working local officials, belonging to 
both major parties, who got the idea.” 

“Bandwagon” Starts Rolling. 

Being governor and a likely pos- 
sibility for presidential nominee had 
little effect on Alf M. Landon’s home- 
spun ways. ;

John Cobb, 
two. 

Mrs. Landon, daughter of a leading 
Topeka banker, now dead, is not one 
to become excited over auspicious po- 
litical omens.

Her mother, Mrs. Samuel Cobb, 
sums up her daughter’s attitude this 
way: “Of course Theo wants what- 
ever her husband wants, but she will 
be happy wherever her family is well 
and happy.”

An ideal reducing plan 
would allot most of the calories to the 
noon meal, and whenever practicable 
this plan should be adopted.

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Confederates Vote Meet at 
‘Gettysburg; Atkinson Is 
New Commander. 


SHREVEPORT, La. June 11, 
-—(P)—Confederate Veterans, after 
heated argument today, voted to meet 
‘jointly at Gettysburg in 1938 with 
the blue-clad soldiers they fought 
three-quarters of a century ago. 


In another action today, the old} 


warriors of the South elected General 


Homer Atkinson, 88-year-old veteran 
of Petersburg, Va., to succeed General 
_ Harry Rene Lee of Nashville, Tenn., 
as their commander in chief. 

Atkinson, commander of the Army 
of Northern Virginia, immediately ap- 
pointed Lee his adjutant general and 
chief of staff. Atkinson defeated Gen- 
eral J. M. Claypool of St. Louis by a 
vote of 272 to 228. 

The election climaxed the 46th an- 
naul reunion of the “Boys in Gray” 
who will march bravely, though many 
of their comrades in previous parades 
will be missing, in a final gala parade 
through the streets here tomorrow. 

No City Chosen 

That no reunion city was selected 
for a 1937 meeting-place was taken to 
indicate the present reunion might be 
the last for the aged veterans of the 
War Between the States. 

The venerable soldiers adopted a 
resolution, however, after agitated de- 
bate, to meet jointly with the Grand 
Army of the Republic, their foes in 
the War Between the States, in 1938, 
at Gettysburg, Pa. Governor George 
H. Earle of Pennsylvania had sent a 

rsonal invitation to the Confederate 

feterans to participate in a joint 
meeting. 

Argumentation waxed hot on the 
question of meeting jointly with the 
“Boys in Blue.” One veteran, speak- 
ing for the resolution, said: “Every- 
thing will be on a fifty-fifty basis. We 
are all going to be treated alike.” 

Another feeble veteran said at ref- 
erence to Gettysburg. “I was there.” 
He was Frank Allen Howell, 96, of 
‘Durant, Miss., a survivor of Pickett’s 
famous charge. 

Still another veteran vehemently 
expressed his distaste for a joint meet- 
ing. 
ey am a rebel still,” he remarked, 
“T will not meet them fifty-fifty.” 

General FE. N. Yarbrough, of Col- 
umbia, 8. C., was named commander 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, to 
succeed General Atkinson. General J. 
A. Glenn, Starkeville, Miss. was 
chosen commander for the depart- 
ment of Tennessee, and General A. L. 
Steele of Houston, Tex., was re-elect- 
ed commander of the trans-Mississippi 
department. 

General R. E. Bullington, Memphis, 
Tenn., was elected as honorary com- 
mander in chief for life. 

The sons of Confederate Veterans 
elected officers as follows: 

W. Scott Hancock, St. Louis, Mo., 
commander-in-chief, re-elected ; T. Gil- 
bert Wood, Roanoke, Va., commander 
of the northern Virginia department 
of the 8. C. V.; McWhorter Milner, 
Atlanta, Ga., commander of the Army 
of Tennessee, and Clifton Ratcliff, 
Oklahoma City, commander of the 
trans-Mississippi divisions.

TO PEOPLE AFTER SUI 


Nurse Charged With ‘Kid- 
naping’ Antoinette of 
Monaco. 


MONTE CARIA, Monaco, June 
11.—{(/)—-A_ pretty 15-year-old prin- 
cess who prefers the sunshine of the 
Riviera to the salons of Paris has 
become the prize in a legal battle of 
royal decrees and French courts. 


Princess Antoinette Louise Alberte 
Suzanne Grimaldi, of Monaco, came 
back tothe principality after what 
her grandfather, the ruling Prince 
Louis, called an “exercise of sovereign 
rights” and her father, Prince Pierre, 
in his court complaint called a “kid- 
naping.”’ 

Antoinette herself, a brown-eyed, 
athletic girl, makes no secret of her 
desire to live with “her people” in 
Monaco where ehe can play tennis on 
the palace courts as much as she 
pleases. 

As long as she stays in Monaco she 
can participate in the activities of the 
girl guides of Monte Carlo and be just 
another Girl Scout answering the roll 
call to the name of Antoinette, of 
Monaco, in a uniform like all the rest 
of the Monagasque girls. 

Antoinette’s mother, the Monagas- 
que Princess Charlotte, and her fa- 


‘ther, the French Count of Polignac 


who became Prince Pierre Grimaldi, 
of Monaco after the matfriage, were 
divorced in 1938 by Prince Louis’ 
royal decree. 

Prior to that Pierre had been 
awarded the custody of both Antoin- 
ette and her younger brother, Prince 
Rainier, in an a t drawn up 
by France’s late president, Raymond 
Poincare. Both- children were to be 
turned over to their mother and grand- 
father for the holidays. 

In the spring of this year Antoin- 
ette’s English nurse was discharged 
by Prince Pierre. The next day both 
she and Antoinette left Pierre’s Paris 
apartment and went to Prince Louis’ 
home in Monaco.

an Italian city, trying to read the | 
signs on the stores!

Green’s greatest deed was to ride 
in a balloon, with two comrades, from 
England to Germany. The trip last- 
ed 18 hours, and the distance flown 
was 480 miles. 

Perhaps that journey was what 
made the great balloonist think of 
crossing the Atlantic. At any rate 
he began to make plans a few years 
later, in 1840, for a trip from Eng- 
He even fit- 
ted a balloon “with fan propellers, 
run by clockwork.” He supposed 


| that with a guide rope hanging down 


to the water, he might guide his 
course safely across the ocean. 

A few years later, Green gave up 
the idea, and I think it is lucky for 
him that he did so. The winds over 
the Atlantic tend to blow eastward 
far more than westward, and there 
was little chance of success. On the 
other hand, there was much chance of 
dropping to a watery grave. Green 
kept on with balloon flights of a less 
dangerous kind. He made 4500 of 
them, the last when he was 67 years 
old. He lived to the ripe old age 
of Sh. 

Walter Wellman, Chicago newspa- 
perman, was the first to dare an aif- 
ship or “dirigible” flight across the 
Atlantic. After careful planning. he 
boarded the America with five com- 
panions—and with a gray cat as mas- 
cot. The start took place from At- 
lantie City, N. J., on October 15, 
1910. The airship made about 250 
miles eastward over the ocean, then 
was struck by heavy winds which 
pushed its southward. It fell into

COTTON. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Tone of 
the cotton market appears firm, sup- 
ported by continued activity of the 
domestic and foreign mills and the 
prospect of a cotton crop lighter than 
expected early in the season. 

Drouth in the east and excessive 
rain in Texas threatened serious crop 
injury. Lighter production and fur- 
ther reductions of the old-crop hold- 
ings, strengthened the long-range mar- 
ket position. Prices of spot cotton 
gained slowly, but quite steadily, 
through May and early June. Prices 
of cotton cloth also.were reported ad- 
vancing, the last half of May and 
the first week of ‘June. 

MELONS. 


The Florida watermelon acreage is 
estimated to be 25 per cent short of 
last season.. The yield in the Lees- 
burg section is spotted and generally 
much lighter than a year ago, but 
quality is generally good. Dail ship- 
ments from Florida will be light this 
year, possibly not exceeding 150 to 
175 cars as compared with the peak 
of 473 cars on June 12, 1935. The 
heaviest loadings from the Leesburg 
section were expected early in the 
second week of June and peak ship- 
ments from the state around June 15. 
A few cars were being loaded in the 
Gajnesville territory. The Graceville 
section, extreme northwestern part of 
the state, is reported later than some 
south Georgia points.

ment’s corpse to his family may have 
resulted from its experiences with 
that of the celebrated Robert Emmet. 

During our Revolutionary War Em- 
met was born in Dublin, and at Trin- 
ity College he made a brilliant rec- 
ord. He planned for himself a ca- 
reer as a lawyer and developed such 
a gift of oratory that he was able 
to sway his classmates to an extent 
that more than assured his success 
as a politician. He could shape the 
~ ges of his hearers as he willed. 
Wherever he went heads were bared 
in honor. 


Joining the society of United Irish- 
men, he avowed himself a republican 
and stirred that body with a series 
of speeches that shocked the sensi- 
bilities of the college authorities and 
led to his expulsion. 


He now proclaimed his purpose to 
separate Ireland from Great Britain 
and establish it as an independent 
republic. He helped to foment the 
rebellion of 1798, but that movement 
proved abortive and Emmet had to 
leave Ireland and take refuge in 
France, from which, he returned se- 
cretly in 1802. Then came the great 
Irish insurrection of 1803. Emmet 
took up leadership in the movement. 


Established Munitions Depots. 


Carefully organizing the rebels, he 
established munitions depots in vari- 

& parts of Dublin, and fixed upon 
July 23 as the time for seizing the 
castle and arsenals of the‘ Irish cap- 
ital. On the eve of that day he di- 
rected the distribution of pikes among 
the assembled conspirators and next 
day the insurgent band, cheering as 
they dashed through the _ streets, 
swelled into a furious mob which lost 
its head and assassinated Chief Jus- 
tice Kilwarden as he passed by in 
his carriage. 


But the mob hesitated to follow 
Emmet to Dublin Castle. At the 
first volley from a small parce] of 
soldiers they dispersed, leaving him 
unsupported. Fleeing for his life 
to Wicklow mountains, he remained 
in hiding until word might come that 
he could safely escape to France. 


_ Captured. 

But the little blind god who is at 
the bottom of most of life’s tragedies 
proved to be the dashing young pa- 
triots undoing. That he might take 
one more fond farewell of his beloved 
Sarah Curran, the daughter of the 
noted barrister, Johh P. Curran, to 
which lady he was betrothed, he de- 
layed escape too long, was captured, 
and, like Sir Roger Casement, was 
tried for high treason against the 
British government. 

He defended his own case and 
most of us have been stirred by read- 
ing the eloquent address which he 
made to the court when asked if he 
could show any cause why sentence 
should not be imposed upon him. The 
death penalty inflicted upon Emmet 
was more cruél than that suffered by 


Casement. 
Beheaded. 


After he had been hanged the ex- 
ecutioner beheaded him and exhibited 
his bloody head to the multitude 
Then his body was taken to Kilmain- 
ham jail, where, instead of being de- 
stroyed in quick lime, it was kept 
awaiting orders from his family. It 
happened, however, that all of his 


TYelatives and friends were at the time 


either in prison or in hiding, the lat- 
ter not daring to make known their 
whereabouts. Beyond stating that it 
was returned to the jail, history does 
not relate what became of his corpse. 
It was Emmet’s dying request that 
his grave bare no epitaph until Ire- 
land should be freed. and out of re- 
spect for his wishes doubtless grew

Four generations have scoured the 
Robert Emmet’s 
bones. According to the Kilmainham 
jailer, his corpse, when unclaimed, 
was taken from the prison and buried 
in Sulley’s Acre, the potter's field 
where unclaimed paupers and exe- 
cuted criminals were buried, but was 
afterward claimed and exhymed by. a 
certain Dr. Gamble and reinterred in 
Dublin at some spot whose location 
has escaped the memory of the 
lace which held him as their idol. 

His brother-in-law, John Patten, 
claims that one of the men who 
buried it had assured him that the 
body lay in /St. Michael's church, 
Dublin. According to this man, a 
large stone which, out of respect for 
Emmet’s wishes, bore. no inscription, 
was placed O6Ver the grave. 

But the church records were ran- 
sacked and no clue to any body that 
might possibly be that of the Irish 
patriot was ever found therein. Ac- 
cording to another account, the in- 
terment was in the Protestant church- 
yard of Glasnevin. Some members 
of the family maintain that it was 
hidden in the family vault at St. Pe- 
ter’s. ‘ 

The resting place of Emmet’s re- 
mains is today as deep a mystery 
as it was a century ago.
